Conference called to order by President J. A. 'McGarity. R&- 
ligons exercises by Rev. C. B. McDaniel.

On motion, 10 o’clock Friday morning was made the order of 
the day for the election of the officers of the Conference.

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BY-LAWS. 

Georgia District— Synoptical. 

■L No layman shall sit as a member of the annual conference until regu- 
farly enrolled, or until he has given satisfactory evidence of his election. 

Wh«*re alternates are elected, the certificates of the quarterly conference 
:^a}l so express it. 

2. IjAy delegates to the annual conference shall be the const tutional voters 
m the circuits and stations as follows: (a) Pastors shall notify Churches ac 
nest appointment, the election of delegates to annual conference will take 
place in each Church (b) Pastor and class-leaders shall superintend elec- 
tion, but in case of absence of one or both the Church shall appoint some 
person or persons to superintend election by receiving the tickets of all the 
voters. Such person shall then count seal and transmit a full list of names of 
naunes of voters, and number of votes given to each person voted for, by 
donte one appointed by the Church to the next quarterly conference. These 
returns shall be opened in conference, counted by the chairman and secre- 
tary, assisted by two laymen. The person or persons having the highest 
number of voles shall be declared duly elected, and furnished with certifi- 
cates accordingly. 

{ Ill case of a tie. the numbers of quarterly conference shall decide election 
by a majority of votes. 

<■«*) Eligibility to vote for trustees, only members of twenty-one years of 
age. For all other officers, all members. * 

To hold office, trustees, men twentv-oiie years of age, wonien sole femme. 
Delegates to annual conference, men twenty-one years of age. 

Class leaders and Church stewards, all members twen y-.»ne years old 
tsai)bath School Superintendents, all members sixteen years old 

Each pastor shall forward certificate of electi .11 of lay delegates 
to secretary of animal conference, who shall make from same, roll or lay 
fuoiube.i's. 

3- The conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate unless heex- 
presises himself willing to labor in that capacity. 

4. Each pastor shall urge upon all memlers the necessity of studying our 
sllscipline and reading thi Church official organs, 

5. No preacher or minister shall be elected to elder’s orders who dissents 
from any of the fnndainental doctrines or ordinances of our Church as set 
forth in our articles of religion, or who has not strictly complied witli the 
^lifictpline. 

6, When practicacle the ordination of our ministers shall take place on 
^Sabbath iluriiig the session of conference, ' 

7. Tile second articles of the constitution, and the lust clause of the first 
rKWtiou of the detail discipline, shall be understood to apjily to seeker of 
religion only and each Church may admit to full inembership persons apply- 
ing «.i profession of their faith in Christ and knowledge of their sins forgiven. 

S. The president shall have no power, during the recess of conference, ta 
Appeantany minister or preacher to a circuit or station without consulting 
•dtii<l ciieuit or station or its autiiorit’es. 

9. A quorum shall ba a majoity of all votes of all men b^rs • present. 

10. The secretary shall furnish to each ministes in the district the follow- 
ing blanks, three inonths before the assembling of the annual conference: 
statistics, on Finajices, on Official Character. 

11. Each minister shall fill above blanks aid statistics and present the 
.-«uue as his report to the committee on official character. 

12. At the assembling of ihe annual conference, the \ resident shall ap- 
point a committee of five, styled the comn ittee on official character, to whom

Iteaj* Brethren.: 1 have hoped to be with you in person on this

Some several years ago a voluntary 
jfsiVjrmal collection of committees belonging to three different 
radically different, and totally irreconcilable, held sev- 
meetings and made to their respective churches some rec- 
^mx'ssndations which they styled a syllabus. To provide for a 
probationary federation during which time advances, 
..<jt>>rjures, and active courtship even, might be carried on. 

M i.enorable union could not be secured, dishonorable absory- 
eif the smaller bodies might occur, or the result might be 
jafn.s>Lairjimous stampede, greatly to the decimation and dishonor 
4 Ctt Fi e smaller churches without a particle^of honor or decency to 
iarger one, as the experience of our church about forty years 
.-?ii!?->zmlanLly proves. 

Onr General Conference wdsely refused to accept the plan of 
syllabus. With respectful reference to the Christian Zeal 
l»lgh motives of the voluntary committees, and with due def- 
to propositions for organic union coming from certain 
denominations, our General Conference concluded that if 
^r^sanlc union was honestly desired by any denomination, that 
..^ie^iKHninaiion could come into the open and say so. It saw no 
-:« 3 Sfa:i^iiBiiy for ecclesiastical flirtation, nor insincere nor halfway 
-giwpaslijon. or action. 

it, fherefore, proposed to our Annual Conferences that each 
elect a Commissioner, all of whom together should rep- 
rsresrRa* o.m- ^church to receive and consider and offer propositions 
organic union, not federation nor temporary co-opera- 
^-en like Commissioners should be constituted by any oth- 
^ nation and clothed with powers like unto our own, to 

formulate and report to their denominations terms of 
union. Notification from the heads of other denomina- 
^•KE, of the constitution of such commissioners, should author- 
iSsut tire Jhresident of out General Conference to appoint a com- 
on arrangements which in co-operation wun committee 
.« 3 sr « 3 «niTmttees from such dnominations as desired to confer 
iasTsKHiL organic union, should arrange time and place for meeting 
Corrference. 

General Bodies of the other two denominations adopted 
-tfce syllabus recommended by the voluntary committee and ap- 
^eiis?.ed their committees on arrangements whereupon the Presi- 
>ot our General' Conference, upon what notification Lam 
to say, appointed , a Committee on arrangements to rep- 
jip i ei it us. They all met and fixed a time and place of., meeting 
.^mmagr ^ Ohio very oonvenieixt to the populous territory of the 
tao ^nmqipa |Jk>ng, fknd UteQ^very, ohllged the pro- 
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spcctive conference by outlining all its duties and providing tor 
it a most elaborate program: as if our Commissioners, even iC 
meeting commissioners of like powers and dignity, would par- 
ticipate as mere parts of one General Conference constituted by 
fixed raiin of representation to mere membership, and submit to 
have our principles and rights voted away and sacrificed iff a 
conglomerate body, participation in which was never contein- 
plaled by our General Conference. i 

Now at your last session you honored me by electing me j'our 
Commis.sioner. My duty is to act in conjunction with other 
f cmmissioners elected by our sister Annual Conferences, when- 
ever c-onditions prescribed by our General Conference shall arise 
and not before. 

T respectfully submit that no such conditions have arisen. 

7ho other two churches having agreed upon the terms of a 
paTley. can properly confer. But our General Conference, not 
having agreed upon any such terms, but on the contrary having 
repudiated them and substituted therefor other and better ones, 
cur Commissioners have no authority to participate in that meet- 
ing, we knowing that the representatives of the other churchea 
are not empowered to discuss organic union with us and we 
having no authority to discuss anything else. 

We are authorized as ambassadors of our church to negotiate 
v.Hh like ambassadors for organic union and nothing else. 

Knowing that no Commissioners from other churches will at- 
tend that meeting with like powers, it is useless for us to journey 
to Ohio to ask in vain for credentials which we know do not 
exist, and without which we cannot recognize alleged Commis- 
sioners. 

Unless further enlightened as to facts not appearing in th?> 
records of any of the other denominations concerntd, I shall as 
your Commissioner feel cons.trained to ignore that meeting. It 
y ou disagree with me you will render no offense to me by elect- 
ing in my stead, while you now have opportunity, another Com- 
missioner more nearly in accord with your views.
